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COMMONS CENSURES LORDS 
FOR REJECTION OF BUDGET 


Premier Asquith’s Resolution De- 
{ Mouncing Lords Usurpation of 
Commons’Rights Passed by 
Large Majority. 


THE PRIME MINISTER SURPASSED 
HIMSéLé IN SPEECH ON MOTION 


Will Re-Enact Every Measure in 
the Budget if Liberal Govern- , 
ment is Sustained at the 
Polis, He Says. 


Declares Lords’ Action to be New- 
Fangled Caesarism—A. J. Balfour, 
Leader of Opposition, Defends Ac- 
tion of Second Chamber, Declaring 
It To Be Not Unconstitutional— 
Labor Leader Henderson Assures 
House Labor Party is Solidly Be- 
hind the Government and the 
Budget. 


London, Dec. 2.—By a majority of 
215, after a brief but exciting sitting, 
the House of Commons today recorded 
its claim to the exclusive control of 
the nation’s purse—a claim never be- 
fore challenged in modern times. The 
vote was taken on a resolution offered 
by Premier Asquith, which declared 
“that the action of the House of Lords 
in refusing tO pass into law the finan- 
cial provisions made by this chamber 
for the expenses of the year was a 
breach of the constitution and an ur- 
surpation of the rights of the House 
of Commons.” The resolution was 
passed by a vote of 349 to 154 

Greatest Struggle in Centuries, 

By this vote the opposing forces of 
the Lords and Commons are placed in 
battle array for one of the greatest 
constitutional struggles that has come 
before he country’s judgment for cen- 
turies. The scenes of enthusiasm, 
which accompanied the voting on Mr. 
Asquith’s resolution, were in marked 
contrast to those witnessed during the 
recent debates in the House of Lords. 
No prominent members from the gov- 
ernment side arose in the House to 
utter solemn warnings against the 
course the ministers were pursuing. 
The ministerial ranks were closed in 
“” complete unanimity of protest 
dpainst the action of the Upper 
House. 

Mr. Balfour, leader of the opposi- 
tion, evidently was suffering from the 
effects of hig indisposition and did 
not speak at his best. 

Premier Surpassed Himeelf. 

The Premier's ironical reference to 
the instinct of divination of the 
Peers on reaching manhood dissolved 
his hearers in laughter. He quoted 
with trenchent effect the speech of 
Mr. Balfour less than a year ago, in 
which the ex-premier described him- 
eelf as a House of Commons man. 
Altogether Mr. Asquith surpassed 
himself, and his delighted followers 
say that he never made a finer or 
more effective speech. 

Mr. Henderson's speech for the 
Labor party also has given the Lib: 
erals great encouragement for the 
coming campaign, showing that the 
whole party is of one mind, and in 
the lobbies after the sitting was ad- 
journed election prospects were dis 
cussed by the Liberal members with 
the greatest satisfaction, 

The Premier's Speech. 

Mr, Asquith was greeted with pro- 
longed cheers as he opened his 
speech. He said: ‘We meet this 
afternoon in circumstances without 
example in the ‘history of the British 
parliament, In the speech from the 
throne the Sovereign invited the Com. 
mons alone to make provision for the 
heavy additional expenditures made 
necessary by the necessities of social 
reform and the national defences.”’ 

“The Commong had addressed them- 
selves to that task,’’ continued the 
Prime Minister, ‘‘and never had their 
deliberaions been more untramme! 
led. When the finance bill had re- 
ceived its third reading it represented, 
in a greater degree than could be 
said of any other measurg, the delibe- 
rate work of an overw@elming ma- 
jority of the representatives of the 
people. In the course of a week the 
whole fabric had been thrown to the 
ground. For the first time in his- 
tory,” he continued, ‘the financial ar- 
rangements made by the House of 
Commons for the services of the year 
jiad been intercepted and nullified by 
un body which admittedly had no 
power to increase or decrease a single 
tax. The Lords, declared the Prime 
Minister, “were guilty of the most 
arrogant usurpation, (Loud minister 
jal cheers.) 

Must Borrow to Meet Necessities. 

Dealing with the finaneial situation 
created by the action of the House 
of Lords, Mr. Asquith said that until 
fresh provision was made the necessi- 
ties of state could only be supplied 
by borrowing under the powers of the 
appropriation act. He hoped that the 
ultimate loss to the state would not be 
very yreat, but so far as the present 
year was concerned it was obvious 
that the action of the Lords must re- 
eult in a very large deficit, The 
sole responsibility for the confusion, 
chaos and loss of revenue, said the 
Premier, rested upon the shoulders of 
the Lords 

The situation was not of the gov 
ernment’s ercation, but it was their 
duty to do what they could to miti.

If they collected new taxes after the 
prorogation of parliament it woukt 
bring them into collision with the 
law courts. It wae suggested, said 
the Premier, that they should intro- 
duce a new budget It would be a 
pretty pass for the House of Conimons 
to have to stoop to the humiliation 
of presenting again to the House of 
Lords an amended budget, trimmed 
and = refurbished to meet their 
scruples. The Commons were asked, 
in order to get the Lords out of the 
mess they had deliberately created, to 
dish up something they could stom- 
ach, 
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Rejects Suggestion. 


No minister, declared the Premier, 
could possibly accept such a sugges- 
tion. It would be a recognition of 
the right of the House of Lords to 
amend finance legislation. The only 
course open to the government, said 
Mr, Asquith, was to advise the Crown 
to dissolve parliament at the earliest 
possible moment. The King had ac- 
cepted that advice trom the ministry 
The new House of Commons would, 
therefore, provide retrospectively and 
prospectively for the needs of the eur- 
rent financial year If the present 
government were returned, ‘its first act 
would be to re-impose, as from this 
week, all taxes aad dues which were 
embodied in the bill that had been 
rejected by the Lords. (Ministerial 
cheers)—and to validate all past col- 
lections made in anticipation of Its 
passage into law. 

As Protest Against Lords. 

The object of his resolution, Said 
the Prime Minister, was to make 
prompt and solid protest against the 
whole proceedings of the Lords in this 
matter. It was the essential of the 
unwritten constitution that there 
should be powers which in he pro- 
gress of deeviopment become dor- 
mant, moribund and for all practical 
purposes dead. A familiar dillustra- 
tion of this was the veto power of the 
King; but a minister who advised its 
use would deserve to be impeached. 
They need not be eshamed to be 
called pedants, if they used the same 
means as those who in the past put 
an end to the dominance of the 
Crown, in erder to put an end to the 
usurpation of the Lords. 

Commons Exclusive Right. 

Nobody denied, continued Mr. 
quith, that the action of the Lor 
was a breach of the constitution, 
(Opposition laughter.) Ever since 
1628 the Commons has asserted, with 
ever growing strength, the exclusive 
rights to determine the taxation and 
expenditures of the country. The 
step taken by the Lords was without 
a shadow of precedent It was said 
by the Lords, continued the Premier, 
that the yhad not rejected the bill, 
but had referred it to the people. It 
this precedent were to be adopted in 
the future no Liberal government 
would be safe. At any moment they 
might) have to refer al! their taxes 
to the people and the Lords would 
have the power to advise the Crown 
to dissolve parliameitt. This new- 
tangled Caesarism which made the 
House of Lords into a kind of plebis- 
cary organization, said Mr. Asquith, 
was one of the quaintest inventions 
of modern times. 

Instinct of Divination. 

The Lords, declared the Premier, 
seemed to have the instinct of divin- 
ation, which enabled them to dis- 
cern 10 a nicety, provided always a 
Liberal government was in power, 
the oceasions and matters in regard 
to which the people's representatives 
were betraying the people's trust. 
They rejected the budget, not because 
they loved the people, but because 
they hated the budget When the 
democracy voted Liberal the dormant 
second chamber woke up from its 
shumbers and nullified the work of 
the Commons, The government, 
the Prime Minister said, had not 
provoked this challenge. They believ 
ed first that the principles of repre 
sentative government, as embodied in 
Great Britain’s slow and ordered, but 
ever-broadening constitutional devel- 
opment, were at stake, and, conchud. 
ed the prime minister, ‘‘we shall ask 
the Houee by this resolution.and shall 
ask the constituencies at the carliest 
possible moment, to declare that the 
organ and voice of the free people of 
this country is to be found in the ac- 
credited representatives of the na 
tion.” (Loud and prolonged cheers.) 

Mr. Balfour's Speech. 

Although it was generally under- 
atcod that A. J. Balfour, leader of the 
ypposition, would not be present in 
the House, he arrived shortly after the 
proceedings opened and was loudly 
cheered by the opposition benches. He 
listened attentively to the speech of 
the prime minister and at its conelu- 
tion arose amid iehewed cheering 
irom his supporters. He said he did 
not think the coutusion arising from

The Unionisy leader declared that

Death-Bed Threats. 

They were mere death-bed threats, 
but he greatly regretted that they 
were to go down to their political 
graves uttering 80 gross a tmuisrepre 
sentation of the whole course of Eng- 
lish constitutional history. He would 
have preferred to die in a more digni- 
fied manner Mr. Balfour said he 
did not know why Mr. Asquith had 
so deliberately ignored some of the 
points which iay on the very face of 
this constitutional question The 
Commons had themselves admitted 
that the House of Lorde had the right 
to reject bills. The prime minister 
had told them thay the Lords had 
never in their history taken such a 
step, but, said Mr. Balfour, it was 
within the memory of living men that 
all taxes of the year were first em- 
bodied in one bill, and that state- 
ment, therefore, did not reaily count 
for much, 

Keeping up Misrepresentation, 

The Lords, said Mr, Balfour, had 
only sai dthat the budget must not 
pass until it had been submitted to 
the people, Undoubtedly that arrange 
ment would be of rare occurrence 
(Ministerial cries of ““Why?") That 


was his opinion, They had no right} 


to ciaim that the rarity, which was 
an eesential part of that action, show- 
ed that the power itself ought to fall 
into desuetude, For himself he hop- 
ed ‘ts use would be very rare, (Min-
